Fury after cat is 
found shot dead 


A PET owner is devastated 
after one of her beloved cats 
was shot and killed not far 
from her home. 

Emma Watson, 42, who 
lives with her mother Franc¬ 
es, in Eye Hill Drove, near 
Barcham, not only wants to 
find out who was responsi¬ 
ble for shooting her young 
cat, KitKat, but to also warn 
fellow feline owners to be 
aware. 

KitKat’s body was discov¬ 
ered last Thursday morn¬ 
ing on land near their home 
owned by Emma’s sister and 
brother-in-law. 

The body of the two-year- 
old neutered male had an 
entry wound which showed 
it had been shot with a rifle. 

Emma, a self-employed

teacher, said: “We’re abso¬ 
lutely devastated. KitKat was 
a much-loved family pet. 

“I’m not only mortified 
that we’ve lost him but I’m 
also worried about who 
committed this heinous act. 

“I’m concerned who is 
walking about, a stone’s 
throw from my mother’s 
house, with a rifle, 
ready and willing 
to shoot domestic 
cats.” 

Emma, who has 
reported the inci¬ 
dent to police, said: 

“We have two other 
cats and I’m now ter¬ 
rified that the same could 


happen to them. 

“I’ve had cats all my life 
and they’ve always been al¬ 
lowed to wander in and out 
as they please. 

“You shouldn’t have to 
coop your cat up indoors 
through fear that it’s going 
to be shot or harmed in any 
way. 

“I want cat owners to be 
aware that this is happening 
in the Ely area and I want 
anyone with any in¬ 
formation about 
KitKat’s shooting 
to come forward.”

Home ‘must 
still improve’ 


A CARE home in Ely has 
been told it needs to improve 
following an inspection by 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC). 

Lily House, in Lynn Road, 
was rated as ‘requires im¬ 
provement’ in three out of 
five areas after an unan¬ 
nounced inspection on Sep¬ 
tember 9. 

Inspectors visited the 
home to check improve¬ 
ments had been made fol¬ 
lowing an unannounced in¬ 
spection on April 21 which 
raised concerns in relation 
to the safety and quality of 
people’s care. 

But following last month’s 
inspection, the CQC said 
the areas which were raised 
as concerns had been ad¬ 
dressed over the last five 
months. 

The report said: “We re¬ 
ceived concerns that there 
were insufficient numbers 
of staff to meet people’s in¬ 
dividual needs. During our 
inspection people were sup¬ 
ported by a sufficient num¬ 
ber of staff to enable people 
to take their medicines at the 
prescribed times.

“We received concerns 
that people did not live in a 
clean home and were at risk 
of acquiring preventable in¬ 
fections. During our inspec¬ 
tion the home was clean and 
there were infection control 
procedures in place that staff 
followed.” 

The report also said that 
before the inspection, they 
received concerns that peo¬ 
ple were not receiving care 
to reduce their risk of getting 
infections and that they were 
not given enough to eat and 
drink. 

The inspectors continued: 
“People were supported 
to eat and drink sufficient 
amounts and records of 
these were monitored each 
day. Actions were taken to 
reduce the risk of people get¬ 
ting infections due to them 
taking sufficient quantities 
of drink. 

The report also said people 
were being looked after in “a 
respectful way” by members 
of staff who were “patient 


and kind” - an improvement 
on the last inspection. 

However, it concluded 
that while improvements 
had been made, to improve 
the rating for the three areas 
describing whether the ser¬ 
vice is effective, responsive 
and well-led to ‘good’ would 
require “a longer term track 
record of consistent good 
practice”. 

A spokesman for Orchard 
Care Homes, which runs Lily 
House, said: “We acknowl¬ 
edge the report relating to 
Lily House. 

“We have been working 
closely with the CQC and are 
pleased to see that the exten¬ 
sive improvements we have 
made within the home have 
been recognised and noted 
in the report. 

“We are committed to 
continue to build on these 
good points in order to sus¬ 
tain the improvements and 
are confident we will receive 
a ‘good’ rating next time.”

POLICE cars, paramedics 
and keen cyclists in Thai¬ 
land have all got behind a 
man from Soham cycling 
around the world in memo¬ 
ry of his brother. 

Callum Fairhurst who 
started his journey in Aus¬ 
tralia in July, is currently in 
Thailand - and has received 
a baffling amount of support 
from the local residents. 

Over the past week, Cal- 
lum’s trip has gone viral 
online, and he has been fol¬ 
lowed on his daily routes by 
hundreds of Thai cyclists. 

And it may have all 
stemmed from a tweet in 
which he commented that 
the Daily Mail was blocked 
in Thailand. 

He said: “I don’t know 
what has happened.

5,000 shares and 10,000 
likes. I think it worked its 
way onto a cycle page and 
that led to the support. 

“Since then, I have been 
followed by well over 100 
cyclists in the past few days 
and had a police escort. 

“An ambulance and the 
volunteer rescue service as 
well have followed me. 

“I just can’t get my head 
around it.” 

Callum’s trip around the 
world, named Challenge 
360, is in memory of his 
brother Liam. 

Liam was just 10 years 
old when he was diagnosed 
with cancer. He lost his bat¬ 
tle at the age of 14 in June 
2009, but during those four 
years he raised a staggering 
£340,000 for children’s can¬ 
cer charities. 

After his death, the Fair¬ 
hurst family launched the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation, 
which supports young peo¬ 


ple in the UK affected by 
cancer, disabilities and ill¬ 
nesses. 

Callum, who was 12 when 
his brother died, said: “I 
made Liam two promises 
when he passed away. The 
first was to live a great life 
and the second was to help 
others. 

“This ride has been an 
ambition for quite a few 
years and now I’m doing it. 

“I’m living a great life be¬ 
cause this trip is a dream of 
mine but at the same time 
we’re helping others. 

“We’re raising money for 
the charities in the places 
we go through as well as the 
Liam Fairhurst Foundation.” 

So far, Callum has cycled 
through Australia, New Zea¬ 
land, Indonesia, Singapore, 
Malaysia and Thailand. 

He will also be travelling to 
Cambodia, India and across 
Europe and hopes to finish 
in New York next March.

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We just want a 
fair system 

I FAILED fully to follow the letter 
from Mr Barry Parr ('Here's the real 
pension scandal', Letters, 1 October, 
2015) of Haddenham and 'AMNT', 
an organisation of which I had not 
previously heard. Maybe the reason 
for my failure is that I do not claim or 
pretend to be an expert on pensions. 

I suppose that Mr Parr is an expert 
and he is evidently also an admirer of 
the politicians whose names he has 
dropped. I am not that either. 

What I do know about is my 
own pension situation. I have 'paid 
in' appropriately all my life, first as 
an employee and later as a self- 
employed person. I receive now a 
basic state pension of £115.95 per 
week. I believe that my basic state 
ension will be increased next year 
y the higher of inflation, average 
earnings or 2.5% (the so-called 'triple 
lock'). It may go up by 2.5%, ie 
£2.90, to £118.85 per week. And no 
more. 

But something else will happen 
in April of next year. Newly-retired 
pensioners who have also 'paid in' 
appropriately will be in receipt of a 
substantially higher 'flat-rate' state 
pension of no less than £151.25 per 
week. From April, 2016, there will 
be two classes of state pensioners 
- one on the present basic rate and 
the other on at least £151.25 - and I 
know that this will be seen as unfair 
to and by existing pensioners. Which 
is why I started my 'Two classes of 
state pensions' petition. 

I respectfully suggest that Mr Parr 
piles in with support for my petition 
and stops sniping from the sidelines. 
What I and my friends want is not 
only 'improved communications' 
from the newly-appointed pensions 
minister Baroness Altmann but also 
improved pensions and prospects for 
those who are already retired.

pension. I would assume that the 
decision not to apply the same rules 
to all pensioners was ultimately in the 
hands of David Cameron and George 
Osborne who will not be dependent 
on their state pensions in retirement. 

To repeat the main issue in respect 
of the basic state pension: is it fair 
that two people born a day apart 
who have made the same National 
Insurance contributions during their 
working life will result in the younger 
person under the new scheme being 
in receipt of a state pension worth 
over £30 a week more than the day 
older person with pension calculated 
under the current scheme? 

This is clearly very significant for 
the older whose only income is the 
state pension, regarded as a 'non¬ 
winner' in Mr Parr's language. I am 
sure the England rugby team and 
their fans will feel much better as 
'non-winners' rather than losers! 

The system does not seem to be 
consistent if people who are entitled 
to an additional state pension under 
the new system will have this amount 
calculated under the old (current 
system) as well and get the higher 
amount. Why not do the same for 
existing pensioners? If there is a 
new system then everyone should 
be under this new set of rules as 
is happening in other areas of 
government policy. It seems to me 
that the only losers are those under 
the current system, I cannot see how 
it works both ways as Mr Parr asserts. 

Mr Parr distracts us from the 


issue raised by his complaint about 
'the unfairness of public pensions 
compared to the private sector' is not 
a worry for people whose only/main 
income is the state pension, but I can 
only flippantly add that perhaps in 
this situation he is a 'non-winner'. 

It is a serious issue but there were 
no complaints pre Gordon Brown 
when private pensions outstripped 
public ones. 

I remember one public sector 
union demonstrating how much 
more their members' public sector 
ension would be if the money had 
een invested in the same way as the 
private sector did. 

I fully agree with Mr Parr regarding 
putting an improvement in the base 
pension level but why not for all 
pensioners given reports that many 
elderly people are afraid to heat their 
homes properly in case they will be 
unable to pay the bills?

We need a 
system for all 

I AM writing in response to the 
letter from Barry Parr which I feel 
downplays the disadvantages of the 
new two-tier state pension, under 
which many existing pensioners will 
receive a much lower income than 
new pensioners. 


Mr Parr states that the new system 
seeks to simplify the structure of the 
state pension. 

That's true, and it needs doing. 
However, existing pensioners will 
continue to be dealt with under the 
old system, so all the burdensome 
bureaucracy and its costs related to 
that will still be in place unless the 
new pension is applied to everyone. 

Most ex-self employed people who 
are now pensioners will lose out by 
not receiving the new pension rates, 
as they are not likely to have been 
contracted out of the state system. 
New pensioners will get £35.30 per 
week, or £1835 per annum, more 
than existing pensioners. That's 
enough to pay a year's council tax, or 
a year's heating bills. 

As a pensioner (ex-self employed 
person) who has recently started to 
take state pension, having all the 
necessary qualifying requirements 
for the new level of pension, I 
naturally feel it unfair that someone 
with identical qualifications who 
was merely born a few months after 
me should receive a much higher 
payment. 

This is particularly galling given the 
Government's appalling treatment of 
savers over the past few years - many 
pensioners' incomes have dropped 
dramatically due to its interest rate 
policies. 

Mr Parr patronisingly suggests that 
pensioners do not understand the 
new system - incorrect, many of 
us are not senile yet as I hope my

Lanes should 
help traffic 

THE idea of designating lanes on both 
the BP roundabout and the A10/ 
Angel Drove roundabout is to reduce 
the number of vehicles queuing in 
the left-hand lane around the Ely 
bypass and has been done with the 
absolute best of intentions. 

The Highway Code roundabout 
guidance states, when taking an 
intermediate exit (ie not turning left 
or right), unless signs or markings 
indicate otherwise, drivers should 
"select the appropriate lane on 
approach to and on the roundabout". 
In the case of the BP roundabout, 
most people approaching the 
roundabout from the Sutton direction 
towards Ely who were trying to go 
straight on into Ely, tended to get into 
the left-hand lane. 

In the case of the A10/Angel 
Drove roundabout, most people 
approaching Ely from the Cambridge 
direction who were trying to go 
straight on into Ely, also tended to get 
into the left-hand lane. 

This exacerbated queuing problems 
on the A10 bypass between the 
two roundabouts and on the roads 
leading up to the roundabouts at 
peak times and a number of residents 
raised this problem with me. 

I therefore consulted with 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways team who felt that lane 
designations on the roundabouts 
could help - shifting people trying to 
go straight on (in the circumstances 
I mention above) into the right-hand 
lane would reduce the number of 
cars in the left-hand lane A10 Ely 
bypass queue. 

Although this type of lane 
designation is well used on Britain's 
roads, the roads around East Cambs 
don't have many lane-designated 
roundabouts, so people are not so 
used to them locally, and it is obvious 
that we should have done more in 
terms of publicising the change and 
having appropriate signage about the 
change on the roadside. 

This has now been addressed, with 
temporary signs having been put up 
and Highways are getting some more 
permanent "get in lane" signs sorted 
out as quickly as possible. 

Highways advice was that this 
solution should help to ease the 
traffic congestion situation (although 
it obviously won't cure it), once 
people had got used to the new lane 
designations, assuming they follow 
them, as they are only advisory. 

I am now campaigning for a 


pedestrian crossing on Cambridge 
Road in Ely and hope to hear from 
people that agree this is a good idea!

Make nutrition 
a priority 

PESTICIDES and herbicides are 
now believed to be a major driver 
in disease - including diabetes.

With the ban on smoking in cars with children coming 
into force, RAYMOND BROWN asks Cambridgeshire 
police how they will be enforcing the new law 


POLICE in Cambridgeshire 
say they will avoid clashes 
with die-hard smokers when 
enforcing the ban on smok¬ 
ing in cars with children. 

The ban came into force 
last Thursday but the con¬ 
stabulary has told officers to 
take a soft approach to the 
new offence. 

New figures were released 
last week showing the harm 
secondhand smoke poses to 
youngsters - even with the 
cars windows down. 

The new law which pro¬ 
tects children from the ef¬ 
fects of tobacco smoke 
will see the driver and any 
smoker fined £50 if they 
have someone under 18 in 
the car. 

A force spokesman told 
the News : “We will be fol¬ 
lowing national guidance 
from the Chartered Institute 
of Environmental Health 
by taking an educational, 
advisory and non-confron¬ 
tational approach when en¬ 
forcing the new legislation.” 

A recent survey revealed 
that ending smoking in cars 
with children is supported 
by 85 per cent of adults from 
East of England households 
with under 18s. 

Public Health England 
(PHE) with Newcastle Uni¬ 
versity and Fresh Smoke 
Free North East, conducted 
a new experiment to high¬ 
light the dangers of expo¬ 
sure to secondhand smoke 
in vehicles. This tested the 
levels of dangerous chemi¬ 
cals (fine particles known 
as PM2.5) to which children 
can be exposed in the back 
seat of a car when a driver is 
smoking. 

Dr Barbara Paterson, of 


PHE in the East of England, 
said: “Over 80 per cent of 
secondhand smoke is invis¬ 
ible and odourless. Many 
parents aren’t aware of the 
high levels of dangerous 
chemicals that their chil¬ 
dren are subjected to if they 
smoke near them, especially 
in enclosed spaces. 

“This new experiment 
unearths shocking data, re¬ 
inforcing that smoking in 
vehicles with a child is never 
safe. Even with the window 
down you are still putting 
your child at risk of devel¬ 
oping serious health condi¬ 
tions. For anyone wanting 
to give up smoking there 
are a lot of local support 
groups that can be found via 
the NHS or local authority 
and of course, our national 
Stoptober campaign starts 
today.” 

And Dr Anil Namdeo, 
of Newcastle University’s 
Transport Operations Re¬ 
search Group, has carried 
out experiments on sec¬ 
ondhand smoke in vehicles 
to test levels of dangerous 
chemicals - fine particles 
100 times thinner than a hu¬ 
man hair known as PM2.5 - 
which children sitting in the 
back of a car would breathe 
in. 

His team tested having 
the windows open or closed, 
fans on or off and with the 
air recirculating or not. 

Drivers tested 20 minute 
routes around Newcastle, 
replicating a school run, 
using volunteer smokers. 
Dummies were used in the 


back as no children could be 
involved. 

Despite a common mis¬ 
conception, even driving 
with the windows open 
while smoking exposed 
those in the back to danger¬ 
ous levels of chemicals. 

The test found even with 
the window open, levels 
were more than 100 times 
higher than recommended 
safety guidelines. 

And with windows closed 
and the fans on, levels were 
more than 200 times the safe 
limits. 

The places for smokers to 
have a quick puff are slowly 
but surely shrinking. 

Smoking in indoor public 
places was banned by the 
Government in England on 
July 1, 2007. 

It’s now against the law to 
smoke in almost every en¬ 
closed public space in the 
UK including pubs, cafes 
and restaurants as well as 
shopping centres and rail¬ 
way stations. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
made a second attempt to 
ban smoking across its en¬ 
tire site last year. A previous 
ban was lifted in 2009 after 
people ignored it and car¬ 
ried on smoking. 

MPs voted to support 
plain cigarette packaging, 
which will come into force 
in 2016, and health experts 
have called for a smoking 
ban in outdoor public spac¬ 
es such as parks. 

Campaigners consider 
this an attack on public free¬ 
dom.

5p charge for 
bags ‘welcomed’ 


NEW carrier bag charges 
introduced this week will re¬ 
duce the amount of rubbish 
littering East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire’s streets and open spaces, 
it is hoped. 

The new levy introduced 
on Monday means that re¬ 
tailers with more than 250 
employees now have to 
charge 5p for each carrier 
bag they issue. 

The charge has been in¬ 
troduced to help reduce 
the amount of plastic bags 
which end up in landfill or 
litter the countryside, and 
while shoppers might be 
grumbling, waste chiefs are 
celebrating. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is also hoping 
the charge will help to stop 
people using plastic bags 
(including the biodegrad¬ 
able bags) to wrap their food 
waste which is then being 
put into the food and garden 
waste bin. 

Plastic or biodegradable 
bags, which take 500 years to 
decompose anyway, cannot

break down in the process 
the council uses to treat the 
food and garden waste. This 
means some of the material 
that could have been made 
into useful compost ends 
up in landfill, costing the 
council more than £200,000 
a year. 

Cllr Roger Hickford, chair¬ 
man of RECAP said: “Last 
year, British supermarkets 
gave out more than 7.6 bil¬ 
lion plastic bags to shoppers 
- which equates to 140 bags 
per person or 61,000 tonnes 
in total. 

“This is a truly stagger¬ 
ing number and despite the 
best efforts of some people 
to recycle and reuse these 
bags, councils across the 
county find them littering 
streets, parks or put into the 
wrong recycling bin. 

“With the introduction 
by the Government of the 
5p plastic bag levy, we hope 


people will think very care¬ 
fully about what they do. 

“For example, we have 
found plastics bags in the 
food and garden collection 
bins which contaminate the 
compost we create. 

“Over 23,000 thousand 
tonnes a year of compost 
can be made which is then 
used on farmer’s fields for 
crops or by Cambridgeshire 
residents on their gardens. 
But things like plastic bags 
cannot break down in our 
process which means some 
of the material must be re¬ 
jected. 

“The best thing that peo¬ 
ple can do is buy the durable 
‘bags for life’ which can be 
used again and again. 

“If you do choose to use 
plastic bags then make sure 
you recycle them in the right 
bin.”

Meb Datoo, chair of the 
Cambridgeshire and Pe¬ 
terborough LPC, said: “We 
are really pleased to be able 
to offer this crucial service 
to patients across Cam-

bridgeshire. 

“Community pharma¬ 
cies are the most accessible 
healthcare locations. 

“They offer convenient 
access to medicines and a 
range of services without the 
need for an appointment. 

“This will be of particu¬ 
lar value in flu vaccinations, 
where we can really help the 
NHS to meet its vaccination 
targets.” 

Mr Datoo said flu vaccina¬ 
tions are vital to protect peo¬ 
ple who would be at risk of 
health complications if they 
caught the virus. 

The NHS aims to vaccinate 
at least 75 per cent of people 
who are considered to be in 
at risk groups. 

These include pregnant 
women, people aged 65 years 
or over, and people with cer¬ 
tain medical conditions. 

In previous years, com¬ 
munity pharmacies in Cam¬ 


bridgeshire have been able to 
provide NHS vaccinations to 
certain patient groups. 

The NHS says that evi¬ 
dence from the scheme has 
shown the convenience of 
pharmacy’s walk-in service 
gives the NHS benefits in 
increasing uptake in eligible 
groups and helping meet tar¬ 
gets. 

The NHS also says that vac¬ 
cine uptake for those in clini¬ 
cal risk groups needs to im¬ 
prove to ensure that those at 
risk are protected from com¬ 
plications and to confer herd 
immunity. 

Mr Datoo said: “Commu¬ 
nity pharmacists are regu¬ 
lated healthcare profession¬ 
als whose training includes a 
four-year degree along with a 
year working in practice fol¬ 
lowed by examinations. 

“Pharmacists are experts in 
medicines and are regulated 
by the General Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal Council.”

Telescope boxed up after 

’s plot

A COMMUNITY telescope near Ely 
will be out of action until early next 
year after it lost its home of nearly 30 
years last week. 

The Anglian Observatory tel¬ 
escope at Wentworth has been 
packed up into boxes and put into 
storage after the owners of its plot of 
land decided to sell up. 

Peter Ingram, chairman of the 
Anglian Observatory, said they had 
been given just seven days notice to 
vacate the site and so the move had 
proved to be an upheaval. 

He told the News: “It’s a huge 
shock - we have been there a long 
time. 

“Moving an observatory isn’t 
something you can do overnight so 
it’s galling to say the least and very 
difficult.” 

The news prompted the observa¬ 
tory team to turn to one of its ben¬ 
efactors who offered to store the 
equipment until new land could be 
found. 

“It’s been a great service to the 


community, everybody can’t believe 
it,” Mr Ingram added. “They are very 
large telescopes. It’s the only place 
in East Anglia where you can look at 
telescopes of that size. 

“What we have said to people is we 


won’t be opening before Christmas, 
probably not until early spring.” 

However landowner Barry Wood¬ 
bine told the News he had made his 
plans “very clear” to Mr Ingram in 
August. 


Mr Woodbine said he had dis¬ 
cussed the plans verbally with Mr 
Ingram “long before” the land went 
on sale. 

He added: “We have fully support¬ 
ed the observatory over the last 30 
years and would continue to do so 
if the resources were available and 
certainly wish them all well for the 
future. 

“I believe we have done all that is 
reasonable and feel aggrieved that 
we should be blamed now for short 
notice which is clearly untrue.” 

News of the telescope’s relocation 
comes after it was faithfully restored 
earlier this year following an inci¬ 
dent when vandals shook its box so 
hard that it smashed. 

The telescope then had to be re¬ 
built from scratch, a task that was 
made more difficult due to its old 
design and difficulty in sourcing the 
correct parts. 

Commenting on the hunt for a 
new observatory site, Mr Ingram 
added: “We have a number of op¬ 
tions and we will work our way 
through them. 

“The Anglian Observatory won’t 
go away - it’s going to be restarted in 
the not too distant future.”

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A change is 
as good as a rest?

2015 has been a torrid year in tax so 
far. A spring budget and a summer 
budget. And the Chancellor has now 
set the date for his autumn statement. 
More changes will be revealed on 25 
November. 

We face a completely new regime for 
the taxation of dividend income. For 
as long as most of us can remember, 
basic rate taxpayers have paid no tax 
on dividend income. The status quo 
will largely be maintained for those in 
receipt of modest amounts of dividends, 
but those who derive the bulk of their 
income from investment portfolios may 
well need to re-think how they arrange 
their tax affairs. As always, there will 
be winners and losers under the new 
regime. The autumn statement will 
likely include the finite detail, leaving 
time for some prudent tax planning 
before the changes take effect on 6 
April 2016. 

Significant changes are also proposed 
to tax relief on pensions and the tax 
relief available for residential landlords. 
Property investment remains a popular 
form of retirement planning and 
particularly in the Ely area. Here, less 
is more so to speak. If landlords are 
planning on replacing items such as 
white goods and furnishings, delaying 
replacement until after 5 April 2016 
is likely to mean more tax relief. And 
for landlords of furnished properties, 
there is the possibility of doubling up 
on relief. 

Those planning on adding to more 
traditional pension plans should not 
delay, however. The summer budget 
brought restrictions on relief for higher 
earners, although the legislation as 
drafted presents the possibility of a 
one-off boost in relief in the current 
tax year.

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New laws on smoking 
and consumer rights 


T HERE are two new pieces of 

motoring-related legislation which 
came into force yesterday. 

The first is that it is now an offence 
to smoke in a vehicle with anyone 
under 18 present. 

The second is that the new 
Consumer Rights Act replaces the Sales 
of Good Act. 

My Car Check, the consumer vehicle 
data provider, has commented on the 
implications of the new laws for the 
trade. 

Justin Powell, manager of My Car 
Check's Glasgow call centre, said: 
"Most people agree that smoking with 
kids in the car is no longer socially 
acceptable. This new law makes it 
an offence to smoke in a vehicle 
with anyone under 18 present.

The new Consumer Rights Act is 
the biggest shake-up of consumer 
law in a generation, with a mission 
to strengthen, clarify and modernise 
protection for shoppers. 

Buyers are guaranteed a full refund 
up to 30 days after buying a faulty 
item: the Act provides protection for 
digital purchases for the first time 
and cracks down on unfair terms in 
contracts. 

Shoppers now have 30 days to reject 
a faulty item and demand a full refund, 
clarifying previously unclear rules on 
how long this period should last. 

After 30 days, retailers have one 
opportunity to repair or replace a 
faulty item, at the customer's choosing. 

If the attempt at a repair or 
replacement is unsuccessful, the 
consumer can then claim a refund or

The other 
thing to bear in mind about in-car 
smoking is the detrimental affect on 
the car's saleability - ash marks, burns 
or cigarette odour will turn off many 
buyers and can easily knock 10% off 
the resale value."
